Commissioner Black asked Pool 
if it was legal or illegal loads tearing 
up the roads. 

Pool stated that he did not know 
if the trucks were overloaded or not 
but that in any event, the roads were 
being tom up. He expressed his 
opinion that the log trucks were us- 
ing the county roads as cut-through

Local'Chamber briefed on U. S. Hwy 84

Highway development was the 
subject of a special meeting Tuesday 
evening, sponsored by the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce. Past Presi- 
dent Doris Matthews coordinated the 
meeting. 

Mr. James Kelley, 7th Division, 
Division Engineer and members of 
his staff were present to update Elba 
Chamber members, They also an- 
swered questions from the group. 

Highway work in and around the 
Elba area presently under contract is 
almost $3 million. Lomax Fulford, 
District Engineer, Enterprise, dis- 
cussed this ongoing local work. 

The work includes the $708,000 
straightening of U. S. 84 from the 
West end of Davis Street across to 
Dorsey Trailers. This will take eight 
months to complete. Bullard Exca- 
vating of Red Level is the contractor 
on this project. 

The bridge culvert on the Kinston 
Highway at Moores Creek has been 
contracted at a cost of $307,000. 

Widening of Highway 189S from 
Elba to Kinston will cost $1.7 mil- 
lion, Couch Construction has this 
project underway. They are widen- 
ing the highway two feet. When 
completed the road will be 24 feet 
wide and completely resurfaced. 

Mr. Kelley acknowledged High- 
way 84 in Elba needs resurfacing 
work. He stated that in the next few 
months the “outside lanes on the 
four-lane portions will be improved 
so you and I can actually ride on 
them”, He explained this resurfacing 
work will probably be phased in and 
completed about the same time the 
major straightening work is complet- 


Highway 189N (Elba to Brantley) 
will probably be improved beginning 
next year, according to Kelley. 

The road is now 20 feet wide and 
will be widened and resurfaced, He 


said most of the curves would prob- 
ably remain, but the road would be 
wider. This would be a great benefit 
for big trucks and for automobiles. 

The four-laning of U. S. 84 from 
Enterprise to Andalusia is in the 
planning stages, according to Kelley. 
A consulting firm from Kentucky is 
working on developing a corridor for 
the 40 mile long Enterprise, New 
Brockton, Elba, Opp and Andalusia 
leg of this cross-state highway. 


The engineer was open 
with his praise of both 
Senator Crum Foshee and 
Representative Jimmy 
Holley. Both have been 
strong supporters of the 
highway development 
program across South Al- 
abama. 


Kelley stressed that the facts pre- 
sented to the consultants included 
routing the four lane at least “near” 
each of these communities. He ex- 
plained the concept was to give as 
many people as possible access to a 
four lane highway. 

The engineer was open with his 
praise of both Senator Crum Foshee 
and Representative Jimmy Holley. 
Both have been strong supporters of 
the highway development program 
across South Alabama, 

Kelley noted that the plans call 
for keeping the road in or near the 
affected cities and speculated that 
there “might have been some repre- 
sentative influence on that thinking.”

on Elba's redistricting lawsuit

A secretary in the office of Feder- 
al Judge Charles Coody said late 
Tuesday the judge still had not ruled 
on the Elba redistricting law suit. 

The case was heard in Montgom- 
ery last Tuesday. the judge had indi- 
cated he would have an ruling within 
seven days. However, Tuesday he 
said the matter was “still under ad- 
visement.” 

The main point in the case is the 
reported wide variance of residents 
between one district and another. 

Extremes are reported between 
district 4 and District 5, According 
to court testimony, District 5 has al- 
most three times as many residents 


and District 4. 
Part of the argument presented by 
City Attorney Vaughan was 


that the census of 1990 was taken 
during the Elba flood. He argued this 
caused the count to not be accurate. 
Vaughan had previously met with 
the lawyers for the opposing side 
and offered a settlement. The city 
council had authorized Vaughan to 
accept the redistricting and the dis- 
trict lines offered if city would 
be' allowed to wait until 1996 to put 
them into place. This would save the 
cost of an additional election.

In other business Pearce gave a 
review of what schools can expect 
from the current session of the Ala- 
bama legislature. This includes a pay 
raise for teachers and additional 
funding for special education. 

Board members have held several 
discussions on the school lunchroom 
program. They have asked questions 
concerning the amount of money 
which should be in the bank account 
each month, 

Pearce reported state guidelines 
limit the amount to three months op- 
erating balance. However he said 
Elba only needed to keep $50,000 in 
the account. The board officially ap- 
proved the $50,000 operating bal- 
ance to enable the lunchroom to 
have funds for paying bills promptly. 

The superintendent also  an- 
nounced the Elba schools would be 
involved with the University of 
South Alabama in a federally funded 
project on utilizing technology in ed- 
ucation. Pearce explained this was 
the “cutting edge of education” and 
said he was excited Elba was chosen 
to be involved. 

The first meeting of the group 
will be held in the Elba schools, 
where the new computer network in 
the elementary school will be exam- 
ined.

ELBA TIGERS HAVE BUSY, BUT SUCCESSFUL WEEK 


The Elba Tigers hit the basketball court four times in six days last week 
and won three of their four games to improve to 13-5 on the season, The 
busy schedule is hard on the players, coaches and fans, but when you are 
winning at least its worth it. 

In the win over Goshen, the Tigers started slow then came on strong to 
dump the Eagles on their own homecourt. The Tigers David Yelverton and 
Alex Magwood both scored 19 points to dominate the action inside, and the 
Elba defense was just too much for Goshen to handle. 

The win over New Brockton was a total blowout from start to finish, as 
the Tigers bolted out to a 34-6 halftime lead, stretched their lead to 51-21 
by the end of the third quarter and coasted in with the win. The first half 
was almost unbelievable as the Tigers caused numerous turnovers and sim- 
ply refused to let New Brockton get on the scoreboard, Only the fact the Ti- 
gers had two more games during the week, and Coach Curtis Lane's sympa- 
thy kept the game from being a total disaster for the Gamecocks, 

The biggest and best win of the week came down in Opp, where the Ti- 
gers avenged an earlier loss by knocking off the Opp Bobcats 61-55, The 
Tigers’ David Yelverton was the "Terminator" for the Tigers as he scored 
the first 12 points of the game, hit a three-pointer with four seconds left in 
the game to send it into overtime and then scored all eight of Elba's points 
in the overtime period. The lanky junior scored a season high 35 points in 
the win and was simply on fire! Another performance that won't be so easy 
to see in the books was the job the Tigers' Dion Belcher did on Opp ace 
Seth Richard, In the Christmas Tournament, Richard killed the Tigers from 
behind the three-point line, but Friday night the Bobcat sharpshooter failed 
to score, and rarely even got off a shot. The gameplan worked and the win 
was the result. 

In Saturday night's loss to Enterprise, Elba fell behind early and could 
never quite catch up as the Wildcats defeated the Tigers for the second time 
in a week, The Tigers battled until the end and never quit against Enter- 
prise, and despite losing, were probably a better club after the game. 

The Tigers ended the week at 13-5, which is a pretty darn good record 
for a team that started three weeks late and didn't even settle on a starting 
lineup until two weeks ago. Coach Lane has done a super job and the 
players have worked hard and long to get better, and better.

1992 Weather Briefly Summarized 


Weather 

Here is a brief summary of the 
1992 weather. These are figures 
from the Geneva Weather Station. 

The high temperature was 95°. 
The low temperature was 21°. The 
average temperature was 64°, This is 
1° below the normal average. 

We had 68.49 inches of rain in 
122 days, which is 9.33 inches above 
average. For the month of January, 
rainfall is running 26 percent higher 
than normal. January had a total of 
5.66 inches off rain. 

Peach growers are interested in 
the number of chilling hours. If 
peach trees do not receive enough 
chilling hours, they don't bloom as 
they should, Geneva Station shows 
that there have been 448 chilling 
hours as of January 19. Most of our 
peach varieties need 700 or more to 
perform their best. 

Weather is relative. It affects us 
in different ways depending on our 
situation, 


Dwarf Plants 

If you are hesitant about planting 
shrubs because you will have a lot of 
pruning to do later on, consider 
planting dwarf shrubs. 

Many of the larger, “old standard" 
shrubs are available in "dwarf mod- 
els." Instead of glossy abelia which 
can get large and spindly, plant pros- 
trate abelia. It is more compact, but 
just like its lank counterpart, it flow- 
ers much of the summer, 

Nandina is another shrub that gets 
lanky. Many people think nandina is 
one of the ugliest plants around. It's 
truc. It can be unattractive if you 
don't prune it often, Fortunately, 
there are many dwarf nandina varie- 
tics. Dwarf nandinas have a more 
mounded and compact growth habit 
than regular nandinas. 

Dwarf Burford holly and dwarf 
holly are also excellent dwarf land- 
scape plants. In the case of these 
dwarf plants, be aware that dwarf 
doesn't necessarily mean small. They 
can get big. For these plants, "dwarf" 
means the plant has a slower rate of 
growth, 


Prune Scuppernongs 

If left unpruned, a bunch grape or 
muscadine vine (scuppernong) will 
produce a lot of greenery and little 
fruit. 

To maintain balance between 
vegetative and fruiting growth, 
prune bunch grapes and muscadines 
each year when dormant. 

January and February are ideal. 
Pruning later will cause excessive 
"bleeding" or sap, though this is not 

know to be harmful. 
Prune each lateral shoot from the 
main arm back to two or three buds. 
On muscadines, thin out bud clus- 
ters after a few years to prevent over 
production and small fruit, 


Grow Your Own 
Transplants 

Now is the time to get started 
growing your own transplants. 
Growing your own transplants gives 
you a head start on vegetables and 
flowers. However, if you start trans- 
plants too early, it will result in 
transplants that are leggy or stunted. 

Some vegetable transplants to 
grow include eggplant, tomatoes and 
peppers. Some flowers may be start-

ed such as coleus, salvia, verbena, 
ageratum, marigolds, petunias and 
sweet alyssum. Herbs such as par- 
sley, basil, chives, borage, summer 
savory and chervil may be grown as 
transplants. 

Be sure to sow your seed in ster- 
ile potting soil so as to avoid disease 
problems. Transplants need ample 
light for growing strong plants. Place 
trays in a sunny window, greenhouse 
or cold frame. 

Seeds may be planted in flats, 
pots or even egg cartons. Be sure 
you have drain holes present. Seed- 
lings may need to be transplanted 
into peat pots or plastic foam cups 
with drain holes.

Roses For Your Valentine 

St. Valentine's Day is 4 traditional 
day for giving flowers to that special 
someone in your life. Roses have 
been associated with Valentine's Day 
for many years. 

Roses come in a wide variety of 
colors including yellow, peach, pm, 
white, and, of course, red. Some 
ple may associated the color of a 
rose with a meaning, such as red ros- 
es for love, pink to say “our love is 
perfect" and white to signify charm 
and innocence.

One of the best ways to avoid 
etching is to wash fine glassware by 
hand instead of in the dishwasher. If 
the dishwasher is used, the following 
precautions will minimize the possi- 
bility of etching. 

Use a minimum of detergent, but 
not less than one tablespoon. Be sure 
the water temperature is not above 
140° F, Under-load the dishwasher 
so everything is rinsed and drained 
thoroughly. Dry without heat. A

Proposed Rule Set 
Pertaining To Peanut

The following proposed rule has 
been published in the Federal Regis- 
ter and would amend regulations 
with respect to the ‘disaster transfer" 
of segregation 2 and 3 peanuts from 

an additional loan pool to a quota 
foan pool. The new proposal would 
further limit the quota amount avail- 
able for a disaster transfer by requir- 
ing that the amount of — trans- 
ferred to the farm by a fall transfer 
be deducted from the amount eligi- 
ble for transfer, This reduction 
would be in addition to the require- 
ments of deducting the total segrega- 
tion 1 production and peanuts re- 
tained on the farm from the effective

This change is needed to prevent 
the possibility of increased coast to 
the peanut program and related in- 
creases in the public debt. Except for 
offsets from any pool profits other- 
wise earned by the producer, "disas-

Garbage collection continues to 
rear its ugly head, Monday night 
Ken Hartselle, Regional Vice Presi- 
dent of ISS, was present and ad- 
dressed the council, He recapped for 
the council the history of Elba’s con- 
tracting out garbage collection.

The City of Elba purchased two 
new trucks and two rebuilt garbage 
bodies last fall with intentions of get- 
ling the city back into the pickup of 
garbage, 

Hartscll also told the council of 
his firms extra efforts and expense 
during the clean-up following the 
1990 flood. 

He noted he has asked the city for 
a new contract beginning March Ist 
and at no increase in charges. 

Hartsell addressed the possibility 


ihe city might reopen the bidding on 
the garbage contract and said, “/f 
this contract goes out for bids, you 
won't get it for what you are paying 
now.” 

Later in the meeting, Council 
member Ronnie Jinright addressed 
the cost estimates Haywood had giv- 
en the council on the city picking up 
the garbage, 

Jinright felt one truck could pick 
up the municipal garbage, This 
would cut manpower and operating 
expenses. He said the city could save 
at least $60,000 a year from the 
present cost. 

Accountant Bill Carr presented 
the council with the annual audit re- 
port and a list of recommended man- 
agement improvements. 

According to Carr, Elba has as- 
sets totaling $11,003.085 and liabili- 
ties of $3,100,886. The official net 
worth of the city is $7,902,199, 

The city spent over three million 
dollars during the past year, This in- 
cluded a considerable amount of 
flood repair funds. 

During the same period the Wa- 
ter and Electric Board took in 
$3,779,295 from the sale of water, 
electricity and sewer services.

The youngsters were later identi- 
fied as being Quentin Anderson Bur- 
ney, age 2, and Kerwin Doncell Hor- 
stead, age 5.

Elba police officers and Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies converged 
on the Burney residence finding the 
car in which he had been seen on fire 
in front of the residence. 

The officers conducted a search 
of the residence and outdoor build- 
ings. They later found Burney hiding

Schaefer sentenced to 25 years in prison

Elba man found guilty of sexual 
abuse and sodomy was sentenced to 
25 years in the slate penitentiary on 
Wednesday, February 10, 1993. 

Raymond Lewis Schaefer, 45, of 
Route 3, Elba, was found guilty by a 
Coffee County jury after a three-day 
trial that concluded on Thursday, 
January 14, 1993. 

He had been arrested in Decem- 


ber of 1991 on charges of first- 
degree sexual abuse and first-degree 
sodomy in connection with an inci- 
dent involving a young boy under 
the age of 12 years. 

In November of 1991, the com- 
plaint was filed after the boy’s moth- 
er was told by a neighbor that her 
son had performed oral sex on the 
neighbor's son while visiting in their 
home. 

When the young boy was ques- 
tioned concerning his actions, he 
told his mother that Schaefer had

He also 
told his mother that Schaefer had at- 
tempted to sodomize him. 

Circuit Judge Gary L. McAliley 
sentenced Schaefer to serve 25 years 
on the sodomy conviction and 5 
years on the charge of sexual abuse. 
The sentences are to run concurrent, 

He further ordered Schaefer to 
pay restitution of $4,494 in counsel- 
ing fees for the incidents which in- 
volved the 12 year old boy. 

Before the judge pronounced sen- 
tence, he heard testimony on Schacf- 
er’s behalf from several character 
witnesses, They testified that they 
found it hard to believe that he, 
Schaefer, had committed the crime 
of which he had been found guilty.

They stated that he had always con- 
ducted himself in a manner that lead 
them to believe he could never com- 
mita crime of that nature. 

Schaefer was taken into custody 
by sheriff's deputics immediately 
following the sentencing hearing and 
taken to the Coffee County jail in 
New Brockton, 

He will remain there until transfer 
to a state penal institution can be ar- 
ranged, Since the sentence was more 
than 20 years in length, he is not cli- 
gible for an appeal bond. 

Schaefer's attorneys stated that 
they will file a motion for a new 
trial, Judge McAliley will hear that 
motion on March 17 at the Elba 
Courthouse.

The design of courthouses in Bul- 
lock, Talladega and Coosa counties 
were handled by the Montgomery ar- 
chitectural firm. 

Asked about the construction 
costs of those facilities, Wallace’s 
reply was that they fell in the range 
of $80 to $90 per square foot. 

Commission members _ stressed 
the necessity of conferring with all 
department heads and the judiciary 
as to their space requirements before

The subject of a location for the 
new facility was also discussed, It 
was the suggestion of the architect 
and the 3-man committee that the

The committee and the architect 
agreed that additional land would be 
needed for the structure and ade- 
quate parking. Commissioner Ave- 
rett told commissioners he felt ad-

No dollar amount of the cost of 
the necessary land was given but it 
was estimated that it would be well 
in excess of $250,000. 

The commissioners did not really 
get into how the new Enterprise 
courthouse will be funded in Mon- 
day’s meeting.
